HIKE NOT A 
FARE DEAL 


Fears elderly will be unable to afford cost of travel 


AGE Concern has rapped 
out a stark warning on the 
impact to the elderly of plans 
to send taxi fares across 
Swale rocketing well in 
excess of the current rate of 
inflation. 

A meeting tomorrow is set to rub¬ 
ber-stamp proposals which will see a 
seven per cent increase in fares and 
discuss a new higher flat-rate call-out 
charge to outlying areas.

And that has prompted Faversham 
Age Concern to warn it could leave 
OAPs who rely on taxis to become 
housebound. 

Rising fuel prices have been blamed 
for an expected rise in taxi fares 
across Swale, which will mean cus¬ 
tomers paying some of the highest 
fares in the county over short dis¬ 
tances. 

Rural customers living in outlying 


villages could be hit even harder, with 
a proposal to introduce a call out 
charge of between £3 and £5 - a fixed 
charge to be added to the fare before 
the metre is running - for fares from 
remote areas. 

The Hackney Carriage and Private 
Hire Vehicles Committee will meet 
tomorrow, Thursday, and decide 
whether to increase fares. 

Council officers have recommended 
the rise in costs is accepted by mem¬ 
bers to help taxi firms cope with rising

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Some landlords 
rue smoking ban 
but others now 
breathe easy

A YEAR with the smoking 
ban has produced “winners 
and losers” according to 
Faversham’s Shepherd 
Neame brewery, which ear¬ 
lier this year predicted a 
rough 2008 for the pub 
trade. 

The company made its gloomy pre¬ 
diction in March, after posting its 
interim results for the six months to 
December 29 last year. 

The brewery saw a 3.7 per cent 
increase in turnover to £52.4m, but 
pre-tax profits fell 2.3 per cent to 
£4.7m. 

But despite this Sheps says it is 
confident about the long term future 
of its pubs. 

A spokesman said: “There have 
been winners and losers in the year 
since the smoking ban came into 
force. 

“Licensees who have developed 
and come up with a point of differ¬ 
ence remain successful and are in a 
strong position to face a challenging 
economic environment. 

“Across the country, all retail busi¬ 
nesses including pubs have suffered, 
not just as a result of the ban but also 
because of rising costs, the squeeze 
on consumer spending and even poor 
weather.” 

Louise Neary and Shaun Wheelen 
are first-time licensees who took on 
the Chequers in Doddington. Neither 
has ever smoked. The pub has 
become a local success story, after 
years of decline, and the new land¬ 
lords say this is in no small part due 
to the smoking ban. 

Mrs Neary said: “The ban was the 
big factor in taking on our own pub. 

“There is no way I would have 
come into it otherwise. It’s one thing 
working in a pub and going home but

I could not have lived with it 24/7, 
with smoke drifting up through the 
ceiling into the living areas.” 

But other Swale landlords tell a 
different story. Trudie Gannon, of 
Gannon’s Halfway House, between 
Minster and Sheemess, said the ban 
“absolutely has damaged trade” and 
represents “another nail in the cof¬ 
fin” for the industry. 

Steve Nanson, landlord of the 
Fountain pub in Station Street, 
Sittingboume, said the ban had been 
“dreadful” for business, estimating 
trade is down 15 to 20 per cent as a 
direct result and that he is “consider¬ 
ing his options” for the future. 

He said: “What with the recent 
price increases too, it gets you very 
despondent and disillusioned.” 

Mr Nanson said he had spent 
about £5,000 on a new patio, heater, 
lights and a five-metre square 
umbrella - “a large outlay for a loss 
in trade”. 

The law introduced on July 1, last 
year, made virtually all enclosed pub¬ 
lic places and workplaces in England 
smoke free.

costs at the pumps. The move will see 
fares for short journeys of about two 
miles rise to £5.70 - in doing so, 
becoming the most expensive in Kent. 
In Canterbury, the same journey 
would cost £5.20. 

A spokesman for Faversham Age 
Concern said: “Although older people 
in Swale have free travel on the buses, 
many are not able to walk to the bus 
stop, mount the bus or carry their 
shopping, and so rely on taxis. 

“If the proposals to sharply increase 
taxi fares for short journeys go ahead, 
it could raise serious concerns for 
older people. 

“A proposed fixed charge of £3 to £5 
would hit people in our rural areas 
very hard. The phrase ‘rural areas’ 
needs to be clearly defined as this 
charge would make taxi travel prohib¬ 
itive to many.” 

The fixed charge will not be voted on 
at tomorrow’s meeting, as initial 
inquiries by council officers found 
such charges cannot be applied under 
Hackney Carriage legislation. 

Advice is now being sought. 
Bookings made by telephone may also 
attract an added charge of lOp. 

And fares could rise still further in 
the coming months. With the cost of 
fuel increasing, committee members 
are expected to pass a further motion 
calling for the fare structure to be 
reviewed every six months instead of 
every year. 

Other items at tomorrow’s meeting 
include a potential ban on drivers 
wearing sports clothing with logos.

FAVERSHAM could be under 
water in just 70 years, according to 
the World Development Movement 
which campaigns on climate 
change. 

Much of Sittingboume and Sheppey will also 
be swallowed by the waves if the theories - 
based on data projecting sea level rises provid¬ 
ed by NASA - are correct. 

The organisation has produced a map which 
shows how the county could look 72 years 
hence - and it will take more than a pair of 
wellies and an umbrella to save our town. 

The group’s forecast comes after analysing 
current levels of emissions, which suggest the 
sea level off the county’s coast could rise by 
74cm as a result of global warming, causing 
greater rainfall and more frequent storm 
surges. 

However, the projections do not take into 
account the possibility of melting ice from the 
polar regions, which would worsen the prob¬ 
lem. 

The World Development Movement is now 
calling for urgent action to combat global 
warming in order to prevent a nightmare sce¬ 
nario which would see seawater breaching 
defences and rolling unchecked across low- 
lying land. 

If this happened, large parts of north Kent 
marsh could be left under water, including 
much of the Isle of Sheppey, and the marshes 
north of Faversham. 

Thousands of homes would also be flooded 
and road communications wrecked, the group 
warns. 

Other parts of the county at risk include land 
between Ramsgate and Deal, and Romney 


Marsh. Campaigner Leila Deen said: “Climate 
change is a very local issue in Kent and is not 
just something that is going to happen to other 
people far away. 

“But climate change is not inevitable. We can 
change the shape of the map we have produced 
- if we campaign together and make the 
Government act.” 

The World Development Movement also 
points to a correlation between poverty and 
flood risk, as highlighted by the new map. 


Ms Deen said: “There is a significant overlap 
between areas at risk of flooding and areas of 
poverty in Kent. The worst effects of climate 
change will be felt by the poorest both globally, 
and the poorest people in the county.” 

There are about 44,000 properties in Kent at 
risk of coastal flooding, and a further 26,000 
from rivers flooding. 

Climate change is increasing those risks, 
according to the World Development 
Movement. 


War casualties 
need our cash, 
says Robertson 

SOLDIERS wounded in Iraq and 
Afghanistan should be supported 
through public donations to service char¬ 
ities, says Faversham MP Hugh 
Robertson. 

The call comes following a debate 
secured by the MP over the compensa¬ 
tion payable to Lance Corporal Compton, 
who was injured in Afghanistan in 2006. 

Mr Robertson said: “One of the conse¬ 
quences of fighting two prolonged con¬ 
flicts is that, sadly, we are going to have 
injured servicemen and women who will 
need care for some time to come. 

“It is vital that the Government plays 
its part in full. However, there will 
always be a need for the voluntary and 
charitable sector to work in support and 
alongside state provision. 

“The work done by organisations such 
as the Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen and 
Families Association, the Royal British 
Legion and the service and regimental 
charities is vital in this regard and I urge 
everyone to give them their support.”

PROPOSALS for a new care home 
on the edge of Faversham have 
been attacked as “unsuitable” by 
opponents. 

The plans would see a home built 
on the Duke of Kent pub site, close 
to junction seven of the M2. 

But the Faversham and Swale 
East branch Labour Party has 
described the plans as “unpleasant 
and inconvenient”. 

It argues the site is too far away 
from the town centre for residents, 
would provide them with poor 
views and would be difficult to 
access for visitors, except for those 
in cars. 

The abandoned former Duke of 
Kent pub is near the Brenley 
Comer roundabout, on the busy 
A299 Thanet Way, close to Farming 
World. 

The Labour group says the care 


home should instead be built near 
the centre of the town for the bene¬ 
fit of future residents. 

Spokesman Ross Shimmon said: 
“The site is in something of a hol¬ 
low, with no views from any garden 
area that may be provided.” 

Other considerations, such as vis¬ 
itor access, have been acknowl¬ 
edged and the local Labour Party 
argues that visitors could only 
access the home by car. 

Party members say their con¬ 
cerns are for the residents, their 
families and the site, which could 
be used for a better purpose. 

Mr Shimmon said: ‘We are firmly 
in favour of care homes with good 
facilities and recognise the need for 
more places in the Faversham area, 
as the population ages. But the 
Duke of Kent site is clearly unsuit¬ 
able for a care home.”

We should all 
be proud of 
our free NHS 


THE NHS celebrates its 60th 
anniversary this week after pro¬ 
viding free health care to millions 
of people. 

Introduced in the aftermath of World War 
Two by Clement Attlee’s Labour govern¬ 
ment, it was part of a “cradle to grave” wel¬ 
fare state intended for use by everyone. 

When the reforms were put in place, health 
minister Aneurin Bevan stated, “we now 
have the moral leadership of the world”. 

Barry Pearson, 63, and Sid Moss, 79, both 
from Sittingbourne, both wanted to praise 
the NHS for the treatment and security it 
provides. 

Mr Pearson, originally from south London, 
can still recall first using the service. 

He said: “I was quite susceptible to acci¬ 
dents when I was younger. 

“I used to play in the local park and I fell 
over a few times, I cut my head once when I 
fell off the seesaw. 

“I can remember being taken in a 
pushchair by my mother straight through 
the park to the nearby King’s College 
Hospital, not far from where we lived, which 
was lucky.” 

Asked about the state of the NHS today Mr 
Pearson, a retired insurance broker, said: “I 
think it’s one of the best things that any 
politician or political party has ever done.

“I remember my father used to have to pay 
6d when the doctor came and that was a lot 
of money, so the NHS changed our way of life 
really. 

“I know we’re having problems now, what 
with interest rates going up and so on, but 
when compared with how much you have to 
pay for health care in the rest of the world 
you realise just how lucky we are. 

“I used to work for an American company 
and that’s one of the major issues when look¬ 
ing for a job in the States, health cover, as the 
employer pays for it.” 

Sid Moss, who was bom in 1929 in Lower 
Halstow, remembers the days before the 
modern health service first started. 

“When I was a boy we all belonged to the 
National Deposit Friendly Society, which 
paid our doctors’ bills and cost a few pence a 
week. So it was a jolly good thing for us when 
the NHS came out. 

“I myself retired at 64 with arthritis and 
I’ve been looked after very, very well. I’m 
lucky to have a good doctor and have never 
been refused any operations. 

“I’ve got an artificial leg and a knee joint 
that’s been fused together and at the 
moment I’m pain free, without taking any 
painkillers.” 


Britain's health care is 
still envy of the world 

ON July 5,1948, Minister of Health Nye Bevan 
launched one of the first health services in the 
world to the British people, with the aim of 
providing health care “free at the point of use”. 

While the fundamentals may not have 
changed much, the NHS and, in particular, 
pharmacy has changed beyond recognition 
since the birth of the NHS 60 years ago.

It is an offence to neglect an animal which 
can lead to pets being confiscated, bans on 
keeping animals, and a maximum of 51 weeks 
in prison and a £20,000 fine.

Can you tell us a little bit about yourself? 

A I run an art and design studio called LB

MORE than a thousand 
ex-servicemen from across 
Kent will converge on 
Chatham Historic Dock¬ 
yard on Saturday to mark 
the second annual Veter¬ 
ans’ Day. 

The commemorative occasion has 
been chosen as the MoD Veterans 
Agency’s flagship event in the 
South East and gives former Armed 
Forces personnel and their guests 
the chance to recognise the service 
and sacrifices made by their lost 
comrades and colleagues. 

The day will also celebrate Kent 
TA100 - the 100th anniversary of 
the founding of the modern 
Territorial Army. 

Both occasions aim to remember 
the efforts of veterans young and 
old who served in conflicts dating 
from the Second World War through 
to Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Event organiser Bill Fowler said: 
“Veterans’ Day at the Historic 
Dockyard will be an occasion for the 
entire community to come together 
in recognition of all our veterans - 
the older generation from the 
Second World War, the National 
Servicemen who sweated through 
the many bush wars, right through 
to the nations’ sons and daughters 
of today who are doing the job in so 
many locations around the world.”

Enjoy the sun 
but don't risk 
your licence 

THE light evenings and warm 
weather make this one of the 
busiest times of year for catching 
those driving under the influence of 
drink or drugs, say Kent police. 

More than 120 motorists have 
been arrested across the county 
since a police blitz started two 
weeks ago. 

A total of 753 drivers has been 
stopped and breath-tested by offi¬ 
cers from the roads policing unit. 

Acting Sergeant Mark Lamb, 
from the force’s senior collision 
investigation unit, said: “People fin¬ 
ish work while it’s still light and 
warm and it’s very tempting to stop 
off on the way home to socialise 
with friends and have a drink. 

“There’s nothing wrong with that, 
as long as the drink isn’t alcoholic if 
you’ve then got to drive home.” 

Motorists caught under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs or alcohol can face a 
driving ban, a fine of up to £5,000 
or even be jailed. 

Police said driving bans for one of 
more years can lead to an increase 
in insurance premiums, the risk of 
job loss, a criminal record and diffi¬ 
culty getting a visa when travelling 
to some countries. 

A police spokeswoman said: ‘The 
long and light evenings and warmer 
weather mean people sometimes 
drop their guard and take risks they 
might not normally take. They 
spend longer socialising with bar¬ 
becues, picnics and outside enter¬ 
taining, which all adds up to longer 
periods of drinking.” 

Two people are killed on Kent’s 
roads each week and statistics 
show that one in six of the deaths 
is because of driving under the 
influence. 

Since the launch of the campaign 
the division with highest number of 
arrests, with 37, has been mid 
Kent, which covers Maidstone and 
Swale. The second highest for drink 
and drug-driving offences was 
Medway, with 29.

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UNDER SCRUTINY: Chapter School in Strood is one of seven 'failing' schools named in Medway by Ed Balls

A LEADING Kent politician has 
attacked the Schools Secretary 
over a recent “naming and sham¬ 
ing” of more than 30 schools said to 
be “failing” across the county. 

Ed Balls launched the National Challenge 
earlier this month which included a list of 638 
schools nationally where 30 per cent of pupils 
fail to get A* to C grades at GCSE, including 
maths and English. 

Schools face closure or could be tinned into 
academies if they fail to improve by 2011. 

Cllr Chris Wells, Kent County Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for education, wrote a letter to 
Mr Balls criticising the “questionable focus” of 
the strategy last week. 

He told this newspaper he felt compelled to 
write because “someone had to tell him”. 

The list included 33 Kent schools, the most of 
all local authorities, which was put down to 
the county’s selective system because the top 
25 per cent of pupils go to grammar schools. 

“I wonder if you truly understand the dam¬ 
age you are doing to the morale of teachers, 
headteachers and even pupils,” he questioned 
in the letter. 

Cllr Wells told Mr Balls that the authority 
had been inundated with letters of support 
from parents for Kent schools on the list. 


FUEL theft has risen dramatically across 
the county as prices at the petrol pumps con¬ 
tinue to soar, new figures show. 

Kent police say there has been a 24 per 
cent increase in reports of motorists driving 
off without paying for fuel, compared with 
last year. 

Figures obtained by our sister paper Kent 
on Sunday reveal there were 896 such 
offences between January and May - up 
from 730 during the same period last year. 

Meanwhile, siphoning theft has risen from 
89 offences in January to May 2007 to 123 


“Stories that use emotive terms such as ‘fail¬ 
ing’, ‘closures’ and struggling’ do absolutely 
nothing to stimulate confidence among teach¬ 
ers, pupils and parents. 

“In fact, each group has spoken out en masse 
in response to the questionable focus of your 
National Challenge,” he said. 

He called on Mr Balls to “stop this divisive 
campaign in the press” calling it a “political 
point scoring exercise”. 

Cllr Wells defended the county’s schools, 
which he said had “an exemplary education 
system”. 

“I am also surprised you have not checked 
your facts,” he wrote. “The schools in Kent you 
so boldly announced as struggling at floor level 
are in actual fact thriving and constantly 
improving.” 

He said two of the Kent schools listed had 


this year - an increase of nearly 40 per cent. 

In the 12 months to June, the average 
price of a litre of diesel has risen by 40 per 
cent to £1.32, while the average price for 
petrol is £1.18. 

And the Tunbridge Wells-based Freight 
Transport Association (FTA) warned that 
fuel theft could escalate further. 

“The higher the price of fuel gets the more 
incidents there will be,” said spokesman 
Geoff Dossetter. 

The South East National Farmers’ Union 
said members had reported an increase in 


been described as outstanding in the latest 
Ofsted inspection and another 14 were classed 
as good. Cllr Wells said he expected all schools 
listed to have exceeded the 30 per cent target 
by 2011. 

He also criticised the Government’s acade¬ 
my programme. “The school I am most con¬ 
cerned about reaching this [target] is an acad¬ 
emy, which if I recall correctly is the 
Government’s flagship scheme for turning 
around failing schools. I am still waiting to see 
the results,” he wrote. 

A spokeswoman said the KCC was yet to 
hear back from Mr Balls or the Department 
for Children, Schools and Families. 

The Government is focusing greater 
attention, help and resources on schools that 
are not meeting the target with funding of 
£400 million.

Petrol giant BP said it loses more than £1 
million a year nationally through motorists 
driving off without paying. Brian 
Macdowall, Kent spokesman for the 
Association of British Drivers, said: “Soaring 
fuel prices will force garage owners to insist 
on pre-payment to combat rising levels of 
crime at the pump.” 

He raised concerns that if fuel prices con¬ 
tinued to soar, small petrol stations could be 
forced to close. 


Landscape 
feels wind 
ofchange 
on turbines 

WIND farms are an important part of the 
future of power generation and will help to 
reduce energy bills, according to Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown. 

Kent is in the forefront of the develop¬ 
ment of wind turbines with offshore wind 
farms in the Thames Estuary already oper¬ 
ating and large scale proposals put forward 
for an area near Marden. 

Romney Marsh is the site of a massive 
£50 million development and controversial 
plans are being mooted for a scheme at 
East Langdon, near Dover. 

The massive structures would dominate 
the landscape of much of the Weald and the 
Marsh wind farm - due to be in operation 
next year - would be the most visible fea¬ 
ture for miles in each direction. 

Last week Mr Brown won a narrow 
Commons vote which will speed up the 
planning process for wind turbines - which 
opponents say are inefficient, cause envi¬ 
ronmental damage and are an eyesore. 

Some plans have been held up by objec¬ 
tions from civil aviation authorities and the 
Ministry of Defence but these will now be 
settled outside the existing planning and 
appeal structure. 

Protesters say this could mean objections 
will not get a proper hearing. 

But in order to achieve a 15 per cent 
renewable energy target by 2020, the 
Government said 4,000 onshore turbines 
are required, along with 3,000 offshore. 

The Kent Weald Action Group has been 
angered by the plans for a turbine taller 
than St Paul’s Cathedral in the middle of 
the county. 

Chairman John Webley said: “The turbine 
is being built in an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty - and one which does not 
receive all that much wind. 

“It will be visible from as far “It will be 
visible from as far afield as Sevenoaks on 
one side and Tenterden on the other.”

Standards are rising 
at South Avenue 

SOUTH Avenue Infant School has 
achieved a “good” rating in its latest 
Ofsted report, which found standards are 
improving. 

Assessors said pupils achieve well in 
reading, writing and maths, with good 
opportunities to develop their sporting 
skills, while nurturing their personal 
development and behaviour. 

The Sittingboume school, which has 
164 mixed pupils aged from five to seven, 
has improved teaching by introducing 
new assessment arrangements. 

The report said the school’s curriculum 
strikes a good balance between the teach¬ 
ing of skills and pupils’ creativity. There is 
a very good range of extra-curricular 
activities. 

The teaching is lively and captures chil¬ 
dren’s interest, although there are a few 
inconsistencies when work is not matched 
to the needs of less able pupils. There are 
also good levels of care, support and guid¬ 
ance, with a well-thought-out programme 
of assemblies, visits and other events. 

Despite starting school with abilities 
below the level expected, pupils are given 
a good start through the staff’s high stan¬ 
dards of care and focus on language. 

By the time they reach year one, most 
have achieved expected levels, although 
standards overall are below average. 

Relationships at all levels are excellent 
and pupils feel valued, knowing adults 
have their best interests at heart. Pupils 
understand what is expected of them, 
behave well and work cooperatively. 

The report also praises headteacher 
Lesley Murray, who it says has estab¬ 
lished a strong team spirit among the 
staff and created a “very positive and 
cooperative working environment”.

BOTTLE tops are being collected 
by pupils at Highsted Grammar 
School to help raise money to buy 
wheelchairs for charities and spe¬ 
cial schools across Kent. 

The plastic from the lids is then melted 
down and sold on, with the proceeds going 
towards the good cause. 

The idea is being led by newly qualified 
teacher Emma Bushell and her form lOiii, 
who have been co-ordinating the collection of 
the tops at the Sittingboume girls’ grammar 
school. 

Miss Bushell, who teaches design and tech¬ 
nology, said: “It is such a common habit when 
something runs out to screw back on the lid of 
an empty bottle and throw it into the bin. 

“Well, I am asking everyone at the school to 
stop and think. Next time you finish that bot¬ 
tle of fizzy drink, save the lid, collect a few and 
hand them in to me. 

“The summer holiday is coming, so this is a 
great time to start collecting. It is so easy. We 
are doing our bit for the environment and also 
helping someone who may not be able to afford 
a wheelchair of their own.” 

The tops are not restricted to drinks bottles. 
Those for washing-up liquid, shampoo, jam 
jars, milk and juice cartons, and most house¬ 
hold cleaning products can be used too. 

Five black sacks full of tops are enough to 
buy one wheelchair and the school has collect¬ 
ed enough for two chairs so far. 

Laura Martin, 14, and Andrea White, 15, 
who are both in Miss Bushell’s form, said: ‘We 
think it is a great idea to recycle these plastic 
lids and know it is going to really benefit some¬ 


one who needs a wheelchair.” 

Highsted has now been joined by other 
schools across the county in collecting tops. 

The tops are taken to Rochester Health 
Centre, where staff pass them on to 
Gillingham-based engineering company 
Delphi, who melt down and re-use the plastic. 


The centre has collected enough bottle tops 
for 18 wheelchairs since the beginning of the 
year. The chairs are being given to Age 
Concern, Scope and special schools in 
Gravesend, Medway and Dover. To find out 
more about the scheme, contact Sarah at 
Rochester Health Centre on 07958 375233.

All key ingredients you expect while watching 
international football competitions.

There was none of 
the ridiculous hype leading up to the England 
games, followed almost immediately by the 
crushing realism reminding us our national 
team really aren’t as good as the tabloids 
would have us believe.

And the 1966 World Cup fol¬ 
lowed by the 1990 World Cup semi-final berth 
and one in Euro 96 is a pretty poor record if 
we’re honest. We also revel in losing. Then we 
can blame someone else - and more often than 


not, football allows us to heap that blame on 
Johnny Foreigner. And there is perhaps noth¬ 
ing us islanders enjoy doing more. Well, at 
least for the half-wits who get so wound up. 

If we ever actually achieve something which 
requires the FA to open up their dusty trophy 
cabinet then imagine how the tabloids would 
celebrate. It would be as if the British Empire 
was back. Our gloating will possibly be too 
much for any other nation: the chances of us 
ever gaining even a point in future Eurovision 
Song Contests could be completely scuppered. 

But, perhaps more significantly, if we win, 
the level of expectation which would follow 
such a triumph would be so great we could be 
setting ourselves up for one of the greatest 
downers in history. 

So let’s rejoice in under-achievement, if for 
no other reason than the good of our blood 
pressures.

Chivalric to the end

WHEN you meet an actor 
who has been elevated to 
the ranks of Hollywood’s 
next big thing, like James 
McAvoy, you don’t expect 
his first words to be an 
apology. 

But this was what happened 
when we were introduced at 
London’s swish Dorchester Hotel. 

“When we were in the elevator, 
you let me go first and I felt terri¬ 
ble because usually, in a daft way, 
I let the lady go first. 

“It was the most awkward 
moment in my life!” he says, 
laughing. 

He genuinely seems very con¬ 
cerned by this momentary lapse 
in his usual chivalry, somewhere 
between the hotel’s ground and 
first floors. 

Slightly flushed, since it is 
James McAvoy, I reassure him all 
is well before we get down to the 
important business of discussing 
his new film Wanted. 

At 29, the diminutive Scottish 
actor has a string of critically 
acclaimed films to his name and 
even a Bafta nomination earlier 
this year for Atonement. 

But he remains as modest and 
down-to-earth as the young man 
who first came to our attention 
four years ago in Channel 4’s 
Shameless. 

It’s been well documented that 
he lives in a modest London flat 
with actress wife Anne-Marie 
Duff, drives a 10-year-old Nissan 
Micra and doesn’t really like 
‘flashy’ awards ceremonies. 

He even admits he was 
astounded when the studio cast 
“somebody like me” as the lead - 
an action hero - in Wanted. 

“It was before Last King Of 
Scotland had even really hit and 


Atonement hadn’t come out,” he 
explains. 

“Nobody really knew who I was 
over there [in Hollywood] and I 
just thought that they were being 
really brave casting somebody 
who isn’t usual action hero fodder 
and thought Well, they’re trying 
to do something different’.” 

McAvoy plays Wesley Gibson, 
an average American office work¬ 
er who is disillusioned with life. 
He hates his job and doesn’t even 


care that his best mate is sleeping 
with his girlfriend. 

But his life changes when feisty 
Fox (Angelina Jolie) reveals his 
long-lost father has been killed 
while working as an assassin for 
her secret organisation the 
Fraternity - and recruits him to 
avenge his father’s death. 

Cue a Matrix-style montage as 
Wes trains to be a fearless killer. 

Once on board, the actor, who 
played the scrawny, bare-chested 


fawn Mr Tumnus in the first 
Narnia film, had to hit the gym to 
be fit enough for his fight scenes. 

“I’d rather eat dog poo than go 
to the gym, so the training was a 
big change for me,” he admits. 

Throughout filming in Chicago, 
Prague and Romania, James had 
to work very closely with Jolie - 
and she had plenty of advice for 
her co-star. 

“The thing that I appreciated 
about Angelina more than any¬ 
thing was when she said ‘Don’t 
take yourself too seriously’. If you 
can’t have fun making an action 
movie, then you shouldn’t be 
doing an action movie’.” 

And then there was the scene 
where they kiss, as part of 
Wesley’s revenge on his two- 
timing girlfriend. 

“Ach, it’s the same as always, 
you know what I mean,” he says, 
looking embarrassed. 

“You’re worried and you’re nerv¬ 
ous and tense and there’s loads of 
people looking and you kind of 
regret having that cigarette 
before the last take and the coffee 
and the tuna sandwich that 
you’ve just eaten.” 

So he’s sticking to his story that 
kissing ‘is never easy, never nice’ - 
even when it’s Angelina Jolie.

WORD of mouth and the 
recommendation of friends 
whose taste doesn’t want to 
make you vomit is often the 
best way to discover much of 
our popular culture. 

When a TV show, book, album or 
event is hyped up and dressed in 
expectation, rarely does it live up to its 
billing, ITV American import Pushing 
Daisies being a case in point. 

Often it is the shunned, untalked- 
about gems that make for the most 
satisfying viewing of all. 

The feeling is enhanced by many in 
your immediate surroundings remain¬ 
ing oblivious while perhaps just you 
and one or two others enjoy the 
unearthed diamond. 

Indeed, before it exploded into one of 
the most talked-about comedies of all 
time, no one really watched the first 
run of The Office when it appeared on 
BBC Two.

But, as funny as these characters 
are, and they are very good, the real 
star of the show is Lilley as Jonah 
Takalua, a teenage Polynesian Aussie 
with Attention-Deficit Disorder and a 
penchant for petty mischief and 
break-dancing. 

This portrayal of a disruptive 
classroom influence who is in equal 
parts both obnoxious and charming is 
one of the best comedy characters of 
recent years. 

One critic has already called Jonah 
the voice of a generation and anyone 
who has spoken to a 13-year-old 
teenage boy of late may well agree.

Actively changing your opinion

MY first, and only, package holiday 
on a Greek island some years ago 
hardly lingers in the memory as a 
pleasant affair. I remember the 
place as dusty, full of flies, with little 
atmosphere and terrible cuisine. 

But almost as soon as I landed on Lemnos, an 
island in the Aegean Sea, I sensed it could be 
time for a rethink. In basking sunshine, the 
locals put on a welcome at the airport. It was 
explained on the coach ride to the resort that the 
islanders believe a blessing on the first foreign 
arrivals of the year brings them luck. 

Our base for a week of watersports and land- 
based activities was Portomyrina Palace, a four- 
star hotel set on a hill above a quiet bay. 

That first lunch set a standard for the rest of 
the week: an impressive buffet including pork in 
a creamy sauce and an array of salads, breads, 
cheeses and cold meats, finished with a choice of 
Greek pastries and chocolate cake. 

The welcome meeting explained our options 
for the week ahead. Although some activities 
cost extra - scuba-diving, excursions, spa treat¬ 
ments and the offer of any official qualifications 
taken - virtually all are included in the price of 
the package, and taster sessions were on offer. 

The Children’s Club, keen to entertain two- to 
12-year-olds, is also included in the package. 

I was there for the action and my first day 
boasted a pretty exhausting mix: scuba-diving, 
waterskiing and tennis. My timetable also 
showed the evening as punch and dips on the 


lawn, followed by a quiz night. Could this hotel 
get any better? 

On four evenings of the week, the Portomyrina 
provides a buffet, while the other three are left 
free for those who want to do their own thing. 
During the week we also tested the local cuisine 
in the nearby capital of Myrina. Fortunately, 
restaurants - of which there were a vast array - 
catered both for families and romantic couples. 

Next day, I was ready for more excitement and 
strode up the beach for a waterskiing lesson. 
How hard could it be, simply getting pulled 
along by a boat? 

The boat set off at what seemed like a million 
miles per hour. Not so easy now. I stayed on for 


a good few minutes, but nature took its course 
and a wave put me down and pulled the skis 
from my feet. 

However, over the course of the week there 
was much more to try, including sailing, kayak¬ 
ing and catamaran rides, but by far the most 
rewarding for me was windsurfing. I also tried a 
scuba-diving taster in the swimming pool. 

By the final day, nearly all my aches had gone 
and I felt my fitness levels had quadrupled in 
just a week. 

In seven days, an unfit office worker had been 
transformed into a sport-obsessed Amazon - 
possibly never again to contemplate a ‘fly and 
flop’ package.

Repayment help 
may be at hand 

PEOPLE facing having their homes 
repossessed could be protected by a new 
mortgage rescue scheme run by housing 
associations, under plans being consid¬ 
ered by ministers. 

The downturn in the housing market 
has seen a number of unregulated firms 
offering to buy properties from people 
struggling to pay their mortgages, but 
usually for prices well below market 
value. They then rent back these homes 
to the sellers on a short-hold tenancy, 
while they wait for the market to pick up 
- offering little long-term security. 

But the National Housing Federation 
now wants housing associations to 
increasingly step in and offer to buy 
homes at risk of repossession at a fan- 
price, as part of a new nationwide mort¬ 
gage rescue service. 

The associations would then offer the 
seller the chance to buy back under a 
low-cost ownership arrangement when 
their financial situation improved, or to 
remain permanently in their homes as 
rent-paying tenants. 

The paper, Protecting Households, 
Delivering Homes, argues Government 
cash already committed to building new 
social homes should be used to help run 
fair mortgage rescue schemes. 

Demand for new 
homes on the up 

DEMAND for new homes continues to 
exceed supply in the South East despite 
the slowing market, says a new report 
from market experts Knight Frank. 

The area experienced the greatest 
overall price growth last year, averaging 
seven per cent capital growth in 2007; 
the UK average is five per cent. 

Liam Bailey, head of residential re¬ 
search at Knight Frank, said: “The South 
East’s housing market continues to out¬ 
perform the UK average because of the 
region’s economic strength: strong pro¬ 
ductivity, high rates of employment and 
the fact median earnings are on average 
ten per cent higher than the national 
average have contributed to an addition¬ 
al market driver - wealth. 

“Improvements to the region’s trans¬ 
port links, such as the high-speed rail 
link, are also likely to be an important 
driver of future growth. 

“Markets targeted by investment, 
regeneration, improved transport and 
employment opportunities will witness 
higher than average market activity.” 


Protect your little ones 
from harm in the home

A LIST of top tips to keep children 
safe in the home has been compiled 
to help parents worried about the 
possibility of accidents. 

With 40 per cent of all accidental injuries 
involving youngsters occurring at home or in 
the garden, Bryant Homes believes that by 
following some simple steps the number of 
accidents could be significantly reduced.

The list of safety tips is as follows; 

• Alarms: make sure you have a working 
smoke alarm on each floor of your home to pro¬ 
vide warning if a fire starts. 

• Poisons and cleaning products: keep 
cleaning products, first aid items and 
medicines either in a locked cupboard or 
in a high place out of reach of children. 
Similarly, when buying these products, look 
for child-resistant tops. 

• Electrical appliances: cover unused electric 
sockets. Make sure electrical items are tidied 
away when not in use so that small hands 
can’t pull them off high surfaces. 

• Window locks: as well as keeping people out, 
they keep little ones in. Make sure keys are 
kept out of sight to prevent temptation. 

• Running baths: always mn the cold tap first 
and add hot water to the right 
temperature. Tap protectors can also be 
bought, or fit a thermostatic mixing valve on 
your hot tap to prevent scalds. 

• Choking hazards: clear small items from 
counter tops and tables and keep items with 
small parts that could break off away from 
young children. Keep items such as sewing 
kits, stationery and coins in locked cupboards 
or out-of-reach cabinets. 

• Stairs: particularly with small children, fit 
safety gates to both the top and the bottom of 
the stairs and make sure steps are clear of 
debris to minimise potential trips and 
tumbles.

So, we can expect the Volvo to be great 
on or off-road, even though billed as 
more of an SUV (sports utility vehicle).

ROAD TEST 


VOLVO grew big on big, safe 
estates yet life is harder nowadays. 

The estate market has been eroded by peo¬ 
ple carrier/MPVs and 4x4s and the Germans 
have muscled in with the Mercedes-Benz E- 
Class Estate, BMW 5-Series Touring and Audi 
A6 Avant. 

Rising fuel and road tax costs have also weak¬ 
ened the Volvo wagon’s hold on sales, but the lat¬ 
est V70 - Volvo’s tenth generation big load-lug¬ 
ger - remains a tough piece of kit, especially in 
best-selling D5 turbodiesel form as tested here. 

The all-new third generation V70 (£24,995- 
38,280) is derived from the S80 executive 
saloon so it rides better than before and is 
more sure-footed. 

Despite Volvo’s efforts to reposition itself as 
a ‘driver’s brand’ though, the V70 is still not up 
with the Germans; there is a lightness about 
the steering and feedback, while some body 
roll counters that improved ride. 

On the other hand, if you buy a big capacity 
wagon like this then practicality, comfort and 
a degree of economy rather than performance 
are greater priorities. 

The car feels incredibly well built and while 


interior design is minimalist, the Ford-owned 
Swedish brand takes a pragmatic ‘don’t fix it if 
it ain’t broke’ approach to dashboard controls; 
you have the familiar Volvo figure outline for 
ventilation selection and a logical and premi¬ 
um stand-alone sound system - plus clear con¬ 
trols on the steering wheel. 

Everything else is easily to hand and you 
wonder why some car makers complicate in an 
attempt to simplify. 

The cabin is spacious and seating comfort 
excellent, despite the initial fir mn ess of high 
quality leather seats, standard on our higher 
spec SE Lux model (£30,745). 

Rear load space (815/1,600 litres) is easily 
extended by flopping the rear seats down; 
there are bigger capacities in this class, but an 
upright tailgate makes the V70 one of the 
most practical. 

The in-house 2.4-litre D5 five-cylinder tur¬ 
bodiesel engine has been a mainstay for sever¬ 
al years now, ably balancing power with econ¬ 
omy. It is refined, but powers the big estate to 
60mph in an impressive 8.4 seconds in manu¬ 
al form while still averaging well over 40mpg.

FIVE years ago Hadlow College 
was facing bankruptcy and ruin - 
and with it would have gone the 
largest faculty specialising in rural 
sciences in the county 

Faced with an educational disaster it was 
left a stark choice - modernise or go under. 

Sixty members of staff were made redun¬ 
dant, but new blood, the loyalty and dedication 
of the remaining employees and a business- 
based approach to learning led to the institu¬ 
tion being named Large Company of the Year 
at the Kent Business Awards this month. 

The financial mastermind behind the trans¬ 
formation was former City worker Mark 
Lumsdon-Taylor. 

The college’s finance director said: “In 2002 
the college had suffered up to 15 years of neg¬ 
lect, lack of investment and dilapidation. 

“There was still a spirit running through it -

something positive was still there when it 
came to learning but the organisation itself 
was a mess. 

“Mismanagement from the top had been rife 
and the administration was a mess. Losses for 
that year were half a million pounds.” 

A new group at the helm, including Mr 
Lumsdon-Taylor and Principal Paul Hannan, 
realised they had to make a stark choice. 

“Really it was transform or fold,” said the 
finance director. 

Grading from education chiefs revealed 
teaching standards to be all right - but most 
other factors were unsatisfactory. 

Mr Lumsdon-Taylor said: “We made 60 peo¬ 
ple redundant - but kept on 40 more. They 
became the backbone of our success and we 
could not have done it without them. 

“Replacing those let go were people with new 


ideas and tremendous enthusiasm - but 
underpinning everything was the fact we were 
now running the college as a business. 

“It was a business which transformed the 
lives of young people - and middle-aged and 
old people for that matter. 

“But it was still run on proper financial 
lines.” 

As the college grew its intake by 25 per cent 
per annum so standards continued to improve 
as well, according to inspectors. 

“That made us all really proud,” said Mr 
Lumsdon-Taylor. “We have shown that an edu¬ 
cational establishment can be run successful¬ 
ly as a business. 

“It is one which posted a £300,000 operating 
profit last year and one which - because of its 
rural based studies and emphasis on the land 
- is important to the fabric of this county and 
the traditions and livelihoods which make it so 
special.”

Kapil Dev makes return 
to Tunbridge Wells to 
remember record knock 


ONE of the world’s all-time leg¬ 
endary all-rounders made a return 
to a Kent ground this week, 
25 years after scoring the fastest 
ever one-day century at the 1983 
World Cup. 

Indian Kapil Dev blasted an unbeaten 175 
from 138 balls in the semi-final win over 
Zimbabwe at the Nevill Ground in Tunbridge 
Wells. His century off 72 balls was the world 
record at the time and helped his team 
recover from 17-5 to go on and win the game 
and eventually the World Cup. 

The all-rounder, voted Indian cricketer of the 
century in 2002, remembers the ground fond¬ 
ly, mainly because it helped towards the high¬ 
light of his career. 

He said: “It is fantastic to be back at 
Tunbridge Wells and you can’t imagine that 
this was the ground that I got the record. 

“I do not have much memory of the ground as

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we were in such a panic situation from the start. 

“Winning that World Cup was my fondest 
memory because at the time it brought kids in 
India back into cricket. I think the problem in 
this country is that people turn to football 
rather than cricket. I think there should be 
more people like Ian Botham as they are 
heroes and they would encourage more young 
people into the sport.” 

Future 

The 49-year-old is now chairman of the exec¬ 
utive board of the Indian Cricket League (ICL) 
- a Twenty20 competition which hit the 
headlines because it offers cricketers a chance 
to earn money similar to footballers. 


Kapil is clearly a supporter of Twenty20 and 
believes it has breathed life back into the 
game. With billions of pounds being pumped 
into the sport in India and stadiums packed 
with supporters wanting to watch a three- 
hour, 20-over game, Kapil sees it as a revolu¬ 
tion that will change the image of the sport. 

“There is no sport in this world that can sur¬ 
vive without the spectator,” he said. 

“If the spectator loves it then it is a great 
game. The same was said when one-day crick¬ 
et and day/night cricket came out with older 
generations of players believing it would harm 
Test cricket. 

“Let’s look on the positive side, I hope 
Twenty20 gives something back to the one- 
day game because maybe in the future teams 
will score 400 runs in a 50 over game.” 

Kapil, who was the leading wicket taker in 
Test matches between 1994 and 1999, is a big 
fan of the modem game. 

Although his swashbuckling style would 
have been perfect for the shorter forms of the 
game, he is amazed by the ability of the cur-

rent crop of international cricketers. 

“The game has moved on quite a bit since I 
last played. There is quite a lot of innovation 
with these new shots being played. 

“When I played, hitting over the cover area 
was the biggest thing, now we have the ‘switch 
hit’ shot and reverse sweeps and paddle 
sweeps. It seems every cricketer comes up 
with something new.” 

While he enjoys watching Sachin Tendulkar, 
Andrew Flintoff and Kevin Pietersen in 
action, there is still one player he regards as a 
tme great. 

“Viv Richards,” he said. “He was the greatest 
entertainer and had a way of playing in which 
he would take charge on the field. 

“In our own country, Sunil Gavaskar gave us 
all belief of how to play fast bowling when you 
don’t have any fast bowlers in the country. 

“I didn’t see Gary Sobers playing and I didn’t 
see Sir Don Bradman playing so I can’t com¬ 
ment on them, but Viv Richards from our time 
was just the best. A man of his talents would 
love any form of the game, including Twenty20.”
